The ‘s action makes 
Miinois the fourth state with a 
collective bargaining executive 
order for public employes. 
|There is- also a federal 
executive order on collective 
Hoargaining. 
| Gow, Walkdt\ ‘said the 
‘executive order gives employes 
he right to voluntarily form 


Gov. 
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fear of Matas seer fr cig ves gives 
them the right not to join or 
participate in collective 
bargaining groups. 

The order establishes for 
employe unions or other 
recognized bargaining 

tatives the right to 
negotiate with department 
heads on wages, hours and 
working conditions. 

Gov. Walker said the order 
does- not grant the right to 
strike. He said the right of 
public employes to strike is 
governed by state law as in 
terpreted by the courts. 


Walker said: 

“State government: is the 
largest employer in Minois, 
with more than 117,000) em: 
playes. 

“Yet, most of those employes 
have no formal mechanism for 
catiective bargaining. Some 
state workers now belong to 
unions, but these unions are not 
guaranteed the right to 
negotiate for their members. 

“The executive order I am 
issuing today, if continued by 
my successors, will go a long 
way toward keeping patronage 
out of state government. 


“Equally important,

encourage qualified persons 
join state government eer uae 
make the serving of this state's 
citizens a professional career, 

“Thave urged the passage of 
legislation on collective 
bargaining for the public sector. 

“Despite the reports of two 
distinguished ‘study com- 
missions—the first one calling 
passage of a public employe 
labor relations law ‘imperative’ 
six years ago and the other 
saying passage was ‘even more 
imperative’ in 1971—General 
Assemblies have been unable to 
agree on enacting»a collective

are based. 

Completed surveys show a 
SBpercentdrop in the number 
of prairie potholes, and many 
of the remaining potholes 
have declined in quality.*Pot- 
holes are glacier-formed 
ponds and lakes which, with 
the right combination of wa- 
ter and vegetation, provide 
ideal duck nesting habitat.

Bill H. Terrell, chairman of 
the community service division 
of the Granite City Rotary Club, 
the division which organized the 
first prayer breakfast and has 
led subsequent breakfasts, 
presided. 

He reported another problem 
complicating the medical care 
shortage—“Doctors do not want 
to live here,” he said. 

Terrell ‘said increased 
community pride, a willingness 
of doctors to accept and refer 
patients to new doctors, and a 

jal atmosphere friendly to 
new physicians could: help in 
attracting new physicians to 
this area. , 

He cited a concentration of 
doctors and specialists in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County, 
leaving many areas, like the 
Quad-Cities, with a shortage, 
“especially of primary family 
doctors.” 

Terrell presented a report by 
the eight-member community 
service committee of the 
Rotary Club on the medical 
care issue. 

Those attending the meeting 
were divided into groups to 
discuss health care problems 
and to try tand réach possible 
solutions. Each group then 
reported its findings. 

One’ suggested that a com- 
mittee be formed to interview 
health officials and gathér 
information 

The limiting of emergency 
room use to emergencies was 
suggested, along with a study of 

means of attracting medical 
students to this area when they 
graduate. 

Another group suggested that 
the broad subject be narrowed 
to one or two target problems on 
whieh efforts could be con 
centrated. 

Tr was suggested that hospital 
and medical officials gather 
data on areas of concern and 
report at next month's meeting, 

Another group suggested 
studying the creation of a 
medical arts building or clinic, 
supported by the community, to 
provide a place for more doc 
tors to practice. 

“We all agree there is a 
problem and we want to solve 
it,” Terrell summarized. 

Those present agreed to ask 
hospital and medical 
association officials to prepare 
reports for next month's 
meeting 

Text of the committee report 
follows 

After much discussion on 
several topics, the committee 
decided that a problem which 
has impact on all facets of the 
community involves health 
entrance services. 

It has been reported to 
various members of the com- 
mittee, and I assume all of you 
have heard similar comments, 
that when new citizens locate in 
the Tri-Cities area they most 
likely experience great  dif- 
ficulty in securing the services 
of a doctor. Generally speaking, 
both doctors arid dentists are 
‘not accepting new patients. 

They should not necessaril;y 
be condemned for this, since 
most of them have such a large 
patient load today; to accept 
additional obligations would 
only mean they could not give 
proper service to those to whom 
they are already obligated. 

‘One obvious solution’ to this 
might seem to be “bring in 
more doctors."” Groups in the 
community have attempted to 
do this over thé past number of 
years, with some degree 


of success. {

Our information indicates 
that there is major criticism on 
the operation of the emergency 
room at St. Elizabeth Hospital 

A number of instances have 
deen cited to us where a patient 
felt he was desperately in need 
of medical attention and 
hospitalization, but for yet 
unidentified reasons was 
required , to. wait until 
arrangements were made to 
authorize treatment 

‘We are told that at least a part 
of this delay is caused by a large 
number of citizens using the 
emergency room for . routine 
health care, such as colds and 
minor situations. 

In our opinion, this too might 
be caused by the patient not 
having access toa family doctor 
and therefore feeling it 
necessary to use — the 
emergency room for treatment 

Another point which needs 
discussion and further e 
planation involves industries’ 
approach to serving the health 
care of their employes. It is my 
understanding that such firms 
as A. 0. Smith, American Steel}, 
Lead and 
Steel have found that they are 
best served by retaining the 
services of a doctor on a full- 
time basis. 

Perhaps they feel this is the 
most economical, but in ad- 
dition they may feel they are 
served better than they would 
be if other services such as the 
hospital were utilized. 

We certainly need to explore 
‘the methods for handling in- 
dustrial type accidents, since 
even with the services of a 
doctor dedicated to specific 
companies, their facilities are 
inadequate to treat any ac- 
cidents of nce. 

Our local hospital must be 
staffed and equipped to render 
these services with the utmost 
competence and efficiency. 

‘Once again, instances have 
been cited to our group where 
industrial accidents. have oc 
curred and the injured party 
required to wait a lengthy 

jod of time for treatment at 
the hospital. In some instances, 
the injured was transferred to a 
hospital in St. Louis in order to 
receive more prompt treat- 
ment. P 

It seems to us that if these 
problems do confront the 
citizens of this community, they 
should be more specifically 
identified and corrective 
measures taken.

The Law , Enforcement 
Agencies Data System is used 
to make available immediate- 
ly the stolen and wanted rec- 
ords of local agencies to other 
law enforcement agencies na- 
tionwide. It is administered 
by the Illinois Department of 
Law Enforcement out of its 
office in Springfield. 

LEADS consists of a tele- 
type ‘terminal in a local law 
enforcement agency con- 
nected via communications 
lines to a computer in Spring- 
field which is, in turn, con- 
nected to an FBI computer lo- 
cated in the National Crime 
Information Center in Wash- 


ington, D.C, Information 
stored in the NCIC computer 
consists of records on stolen 
autos, wanted and missing 
persons from all 50 states and 
Canada. 

Here’s how it works: An 
owner in Springfield reports 
his auto stolen to the nearest 
law enforcement agency. This 

information is entered into the 
/ LEADS system which is con- 
{ nected to 307 terminals lo 
ted in the same number of 
municipal police departments 
and county sheriff's offices 
throughout Illinois. Mean- 
while, a state 
Cairo stops a motorist tC" a 
minor traffic offense and de- 
cides to check the car out with 
the LEADS. He then radios 
his dispatcher who, within 
five to six seconds after hit 
ting the first key on the key- 
board, receives this reply: the 
car is, indeed, stolen. 

“It takes approximately 
five to six seconds frona the 
time the dispatcher strikes 
the keys on the terminal until 
an answer is received from 
Springfield,” “explained 
Dwight Bee,’ superintendent 
of the department's data pro- 
cessing unit. “It generally 
takes 15 seconds to receive in- 
formation from ,Washington 
and from 12-15. seconds from 

secretary of state's of- 

* (The secretary of 

state's office terminals supply 

information pertaining to ve- 

shicle registration and drivers’ 
livenses.) 

Nothing compels a law en- 
forcement agency to join the 
system but many have. As of 
July, 307 terminals were con- 
nected to the system with ap- 
proximately 6,000 messages 
per day transmitted between 
Springfield and Washington, 
D.C. In June, a total of $19,154 
messages were trafficked 
through the state LEADS sys- 
tem. 

If an agency wishes to join, 
it must adhere to the rules and 
regulations set forth to govern 
the system. It must also meet 
the $243.50 per month it costs 
to receive the terminal, com- 
munication lines and 24-hour 
service, The state picks up the 
computer expense. 

The department is also re- 
sponsible for training person- 
nel to operate the terminals. 
To date, over 4,000 dispatch- 
ers have attended the two-day 
course. In addition, a commu-

>» expand the voluntary 
wogram came after the bureau 
eceived 18 reports of lost or 
tolen firearms shipments 
during the first six weeks. 

Im addition, he said. “We 
found that we could not restrict 
the reporting system to any one 
region of the United States since 
shipments from _ firearms 
manufactorers go all over the 
nation.” 

The ATF, which administers 
the Gun Control Act of 1968, has 
primary jurisdiction in the 
investigation of thefts or losses 
of interstate movement of 
firtearms between licensed 
manufaturerers, imporcters 
and dealers. 

“When we began the pilot 
program in the New England 


region July 1, we estimated that 
1,000 firearms were being lost 
or stolen in transit monthly,” 
Davis said. 


than was thought. Therefore, 
we are expanding the reporting 
program nationwide and are 
actively seeking the help of all 
firearms manufacturers, 
trucking firms and insurance 
companies to report losses to 
us.” 

The reporting program is 
aimed primarily at the trucking 
industry which handles most 
firearms shipments. The ATF is 
supplying the nation’s trucking 
firms with reporting ‘forms. 
More than 1,500 firms already 
have indicated they will 
cooperate. 

“Most firearms containers 
have no markings, but return 
addresses on the containers do 
alert thieves to ‘contents,”” 
Davis noted.

“hand picked” by him? 

He also was critical of party 
funds being used to help specific 
candidates in primaries. Wouldn't 
the IDF also be open to the same 
criticism if it backed the gover- 
nor’s favorites — or any other 
candidates — in primary elec- 
tions? 

There are some good points to 
the fund plan. Geocaris said all 
contributions would be made pub- 
lic and the maximum amount any 
one individual could give in one 
year Would be $3,000, rules that 
reduce the possibility of any influ- 
ence buying. 

But if it is not carefully estab- 
lished and operated, the IDF 
could turn out to be a divisive in- 
strument that would further split 
the Democratic party in Illinois 
rather than a tool to strengthen 
the party. 


Washington bureau— Soviets smiling now but they are still dangerous 
— 


Andrei Sakharov, the Soviet 
physicist who has the courage of 
his convictions, has told newsmen 
in Moscow he believes countries 
like the United States of America 
should not help the Russians de- 
velop their industry and agricul- 
ture unless the Communists offer 
something more in return. 

He would like to see the greater 
“democratization’’ of Soviet 
society be made a condition for 
such trade and investment, and 
warns that it could be dangerous 
for the West if the Soviet Union 
grows stronger without such 
changes. 

Mr. Sakaarov has/risked arrest 
to get his message out. We can be 
grateful to hear a voice from be- 
hind the Iron Curtain indicating 
that there is still hope for change 
among people who have lived so 
long under the Communist sys- 
tem. However, Mr. Sakharov is 
actually teliing us something we 
slroady knew. 

There is indsee a risk in going, 

jong with the Soviet policy of 
detente and allowing the Com- 
mamisis to bolsver their own inef- 
fivient economy with our goods 
and services. However, we have 
lived with the risk of Soviet ag- 
nvession for nearly a generation 
and have kept the peace. The new 
danger ‘is that the Kremlin's 
policy of smiles will induce the 
United States and its allies to 
think that the Soviet system has 
changed when it really hasn't. 

We can see that danger 
surfacing in the talk of cutbacks 
in the strength of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. We 


mangan see it in attempts to eliminate 


new weapons programs from our 
defense budget. Many Americans 
no doubt see a paradox in com- 
mitting so much of our treasure to 
defense against Russia as a 
potential enemy at the same time 
we are going all-out to make the 
Russians our trading partners 

The resolution of that dilemma, 
and the answer to the dangers it 
poses, lies in approaching our new 
relations with the Soviet Union 
with our eyes wide open. Right 
row those open eyes must tell us 
that the Russians are as deter- 
mined as ever to confront us, as 
Mr. Sakharov puts it, “armed to 
the teeth.” 


Our own economy has much to 
gain by trade with Russia. The 
cause of peace will surely be 
served by the exchange of goods 
and services between our two 
countries. It can only improve the 
prospects for the “‘era of negotia- 
tion’’ which we have entered. 
However, we cannot expect it to 
produce overnight changes in the 
policy of a government com- 
mitted to a Marxist-Leninist ide- 
ology with a paranoic view of the 
capitalist world. 


Mr. Sakharov may find it disap- 
pointing that the principles of free 
trade require that one country 
should not try to use trade conces- 
sions to exact changes in the in- 
ternal political or social policies 
of another. We can hope that such 
changes may evolve from new 
contacts between Americans and 
the Russians. Meanwhile, it is our 
responsibility to see that the 
Soviet policy of detente is not mis- 
interpreted. 


Sen. John Stennis, sull con- 
valescing from the wounds he re- 
ceived in a robbery last winter, 
has given us one more reason to 
hope he will soon return to his seat 
as chairman of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee. On a recent 
trip to Hawaii he got a chance to 
see first-hand how the all-volun- 
teer enlistment program is creat- 
ing manpower problems in some 
military units based in the Pacif- 
ic. Never one to be patient with 
any threat to the strength of our 
Armed Forces, Sen. Stennis could 
help steer the investigative 
curiosity of Congress toward a 
question that is far more impor- 
tant to the future of our country 
than who said what to whom in the 
Watergate affair. 

That question is whether our 
Washington leadership and a 
great many citizens, as well, are 
not wearing rose-colored glasses 
to avoid conceding what is becom- 
ing increasingly evident — that 
the end of the draft last January 
was a mistake. 

With all the publicity efforts, 
the liberalization of enlistment 
standards, the relaxation of disci~ 
pline in military life and the new 
salary scales that have lifted 
manpower costs to over half of the 
defense budget, the Army could 
enlist only 89 per cent of the men it 
needed in the first six months of 
this year. The expected summer 
“bulge”’ in enlistments following 
school graduations has come and 
gone. The Army met only 84 per 
cent of its recruiting goal in June 
and 76 per cent in July. 

Now the Army is contemplating 
still another compromise in its en- 
listment standards — increasing 
the percentage of high school 
dropouts its recruiters can sign up 
to meet their quotas. It is no won- 


THE ruling by Sangamon Coun- 
ty Circuit Judge J. Waldo Acker- 
man upholding the constitutional- 
ity of Gov. Dan Walker's execu- 
tive order requiring full economic 
disclosure by top-ranking state 
employes under his jurisdiction 
has especial significance for sev- 
eral reasons. ‘ 

First of all it opens the way for a 
complete judicial review, perhaps 
going all the way to the U.S. Su- 
preme Court, on the long-standing 
issue of whether such governmen- 
tal disclosure is constitutional or 
desirable. 

Second, Judge Ackerman's de- 
cision focuses attention on one of 
the basic developments of our 
time, rapidly declining public 
confidence in those who conduct 
our government at all levels. 

In his seven-page opinion, 
which has attracted comment as 
exceptionally well written, Judge 
Ackerman held that a compelling 
need for public trust in the in- 
tegnity of state government over- 


Washington bureau— All-volunteer Army concept appears to be failing 


der Sen. Stennis is worried when 
he sees the sophisticated weapons 
and communications systems on 
which we are depending for our 
defense, and considers how we 
are going about enlisting the per- 
sonnel who must be trained to use 
them. 


We entered the all-volunteer ex- 
periment with a plan to scale back 
our Armed forces to 2.2 million 
men, the smallest number since 
before the Korean war. Some 
members of Congress are using 
the enlistment lag to argue for 
cutting back even more, 


This is a time to remember that 
we have no justification for ex- 
perimenting with what is ade- 
quate for the defense of our coun- 
try. The responsibilities and com- 
mitments of our Armed Forces is 
what must determine their size. 
The structure of military units 
and the weapons they use is what 
must determine the levels of intel- 
ligence and proficiency de- 
manded of mititary personnel. 
The only room for experiment is 
in finding whether salaries and 
career opportunities in the mili: 
tary can be made. attractive 
enough to produce enough volun- 
teers of the right quality to fill 
those needs. 


President Nixon and Congress 
embraced the all-volunteer ex- 
periment on the basis of Defense 
Department projections that our 
military manpower needs would 
continue to be filled by voluntary 
means. It is time now for an ob- 
jective analysis of the impact 
which the zero-draft policy is hav- 
ing on the quality of our national 
defense. It is facts, and not an un- 
derstandable desire to see the ex- 
periment work, which must deter- 
mine how long it continues.

shadowed the right of individual 
privacy. : 


This is a challenging finding 
and one that certainly merits fur- 
ther study by higher courts. Judge 
Ackerman also raised the ques- 
tion as to whether the Walker 
executive order may go too far, 
terming it “the thost sweeping in 
the country” and adding that it 
“exceeds the requirements of any 
State or federal statute, federal 
executive order or model 
statute." 


The Ackerman decision is a 
well-defined starting point for 
which should be a long and prob- 
ably fatreaching judicial de- 
termination as to how far any 
government may go in requiring 
personal financial disclosure of 
those who serve it. This is a mat- 
ter of deep interest to the entire 
United States and one that must 
eventually be resolved. It is ap- 
propriate that Ilinois is providing 
the way.

Sacred Heart School has 
announced a free meal policy 
for school children unable to 
pay the full price of meals 
served in schools under the 
National School Lunch 
Program. 

Mlinois statutes require ali 
public schools to provide free 
lunches to children from 
families whose income is at or 
below the established 
guidelines. Local school of- 
ficials , have adopted the 
following family size-income 
criteria for use in determining 
aligibility 

One in family, $2,740 income; 
two, $3,600; three, $4,460; four, 
$3,310; five, $6,100; six, $6,890; 
seven, $7,600; eight, $3,310; 
nine, $8,960; ten, $9,600; cleven, 
SOMO; twelve, $10,890; each 
additional family member 
$520. 

Children from families whose 
income is at or below those 
shown’ are eligible for meals 
free. In addition, farnilies not 
meeting this criteria but with 
other unusual expenses due to 
unusually high medical ex- 
penses, shelter casts in excess 
of 30 per cent of income, special 
education expenses due to the 
mental or physical condition of 
a child, and disaster or 
ecsualty losses are urged to 


‘They may do so by filling in 
the application forms sent home 


ina letter to parents. Additional 
copies are available at the 
principal's office in each school. 
‘The information provided on the 
application will be confidential 
and will be used only for the 
purpose of determining 
eligibility. Applications may be 
subnpitted any time during the 
school year. 

In certain cases foster 
children are also eligible for 
these benefits. If a family has 
such children living with them 
and wishes to apply for such 
meals for them, they should 
contact the school. 

In the operation of children 
feeding programs, no child will 
be discriminated against 
becauge_of his race, sex. color, 
or nat L origin.
